Such a 
policy also gained the recognition of Libya earlier this 
month. The joint communique issued by Libya and 
China did not mention Taiwan. The ambassador 
stationed by the Nationalists is still sitting fight in the 
Libyan capital. 

If such a flexible policy continues, normalization of 
full qiplomatic ties between Washington and Peking

Ed Sue 一 Metaphysics and 
The Art of Architecture

MONTCLAIR,，Calif. 一 About 
15 years ago, 了 qd Sue left his job as 
a missionary in Asia to start a 
career in what he considers 3 
similar field 一 architecture， 

“Many people ask me why I 
made such a drastic switch,”Sue 
Says, - but 让 really wasnit. 
Preaching and architecture ， are 
bothb modes of self-expression .” 

Sue, who is in his late forties but 
looks considerably younger with 
his trim build and closely-cropped 
crew-cut, still works religiously 一 
often as late as four in the 
morning. He has placed his bed 
Under a skylight, he says, so he can 
“get up with the sun.” His 
architectural firm，consisting of 
four full time staff members and 
about the same _ number of 
Part-time consultants, is handling 
several projects- 一 among them， 
remodelings of the Delta King 
ITiverboat;, the ”Chinese Baptist 
Church in San Francisco's China- 
town，and a proposed $5-million 
import showcase on San Fran- 
cisco s piers 19 and 23. 

IDENTITY 

While he was growing up in San 
Eranciscos Chinatown，Sue says， 
he never imagined himself work- 
ing on multi-million-dollar proj- 
ects like the import showcase or 
the Ferry Plaza. While studying 
architecture at the University of 
Galifornia，Berkeley，he became 
active in the Presbyterian church 
and helped establish the youth 
club program at Cameron House 
in Chinatown. 


“In _ those days,” Sue recalls，

“there were no government-spon- 
sored community programs. The 
church was practically the only 
orgamnization that took an interest 
in community service， At that 
time Ihad a lot of idealism and 
the church seemed like the natural 
Place to express it I was also 
interested in speculating on the 
meaning and Problems of exis- 
tence. 工 “wanted to study 
Philosophers like Kierkegaard and 
Tillich.” 


After graduating from Berkeley， 
Sue attended the'`San Francisco 
Theological Seminary and became 
a Iminister. He served as an 
associate minister for three years 
at Cameron House before 
volunteering in 1959 for mission- 
ary SerVice in Asia,“T guess I was 
doing some soul-searching,” Sue 
Says- now:,，， It -was a good 
experience: Before I went，I -had 
nO conception of ethnic identity， 
So in Asia, 让 felt strange to be 
regarded as a peer. TI didn't have 
to feel like a stranger 一 Ididntt 
have to try to be like the people in 
American ads.” 


PROCESSES 

Sue supervised much of the 
Protestant church's construction 
work in Asia; by the time he left 
Hong Kong in 1968-to return to 
the United States, he had designed 
ahalf dozen churches，a theologi- 
cal seminary，and religious school 
almost al with， modern 
Western styling. Around 1964 he 
decided to devote his time fully to 
architecture-.

being a_ minister,” Sue says. “But 
ITm not knocking 丰 . 工 m still an 
ordained minister. A minister 
reflects on the nature of reajlity 
and expresses his ideas about it. 
An architect tries to meet the 
functional needs of the client 
while creating a structure that can 
be appreciated as art, The thought 
Processes of the two are really very 
similar,Both might be described 
as Super-Tational.” 

The style of Sues 2600-square- 
foot home in-Montclair，where he 
lives with his wife, Amy, daughter 
Wendi，and son Jonjon，seems to 
attest to _ his training in meta- 
Physics 一 the interior seems part of 
a Space game，consisting basically 
of five balconies, each overlooking 
the next. With the exception of the 
bathrooms and three bedrooms， 
the rooms lack solid walls and 
interrmingle:

“The model used is dictated by 
the number of non-English speak- 
ers)，he says，There just arentt 
enough immigrant children in the 
upper grades to wairrant a full- 
blown bilingual program like the 
one' on the kindergarten through 
third grade levels.

PAINS 

As a_result,， the training which 
the two bilingual teachers have 
painstakingly developed for the 
Primary grade students is not con- 
tinued on the higher grade level 


except for one forty-five-minute' 


class period a day.

$10 million. 

Several bankers who evaluate 
Asian Inc' loan packages indicated 
to 正 asty/ West that they were 
disappointed that Asian Inc. was 
not avwarded the one-stop center 
contract. “We have been very 
happy with their product,”Frank 
Toner of the Bank of America 
commented.“Theyre one of the 
better groups _ doing loan Pack- 
aging. 

“They put together good 
packages,” Collins Walker of 
Wells Fargo “Bank added. 
would not hesitate to recommend 
Asian Inc. to businessmen，even 证 
there's a fee charged. Some minor- 
ity consulting groups are not reli- 
able and are bleedingpeople and 
“putting together garbage”jloan 
Packagpges，according to Walker. 
PACT and WEDCO，however， 
also put together good loan 
packages，he .says. Walker feels 
that the Primary reason PACT's 
bid was the winner was that their 
program is more diversified and 
serves many browns and Asians, as 
well as biacks.
